Joyce And Weils 


JHE death of James Joyce on 

few days ange has given rise 
to some discussion in. the press 
about his merits and ‘demerits, 
nnd H. G. Wells his, by some 
curious means, ulso been dragged 
into the controversy, Whenever 
we hear someone shooting — hls 
neck off about the inlquities, in- 
con petence and inconsequence of 
modernists Ike Joyce, Plasso or 
Epstein we always remind our- 
selves that at the beginning 
the last century critics were just 
us extravagant in thelr abuse of 
Keuts, while in the feld of paint- 
ing other erities were just ag 
ubusive of the Impressionists, who 
to-day are among the respectables. 


JOYCE was born In Dublin in 

IBHZ, and spent most of his Gime 
in Rome, ‘frieste, Gumen and 
Paris, where he took up his re- 
skdence permanently. As one 
correspondent points out, he has 
written much of real beauty. 
which should save him from the 
shurge of being a mere chartatan. 
His most famous works are “'Por- 
trait of the Artist uy a Young 
Mian," and the subsequent od’ me 
malt beoks “Ulysses, and °F in- 
negan's Wake" us well as his 
verses “Pomes Penyeach." 


1XOSE who criticise these books 
as merely on collection of 


words and balderdash fail to ap- 
preclate what it Js the artist in 
Joyce jn trying to do, As Lor 
Evans points out, "James Joyce 
‘sy for better or worse the most 
original novelist of the century 
(He) attempts ta make 4 
iction that shall image the whole 
YY ive, conseious and subcon- 
selous, without any concessions ta 
he ordinary conventions of specch, 
{fe would break up the ordinary 
tructure of the language until it 
‘an image these fluctuating ine 
oressions . , . (In Ulysses) he 
elains sometimes the ordinary 
rammatical structure in the 
entences, and the sequences of 
hought, once one has caught his 
fev'ces for suggesting the {ree 
association ino the mind, ave not 
‘Mcult to follow."

MANY consider that “Ulysses” 

and “Finnegan's Wake" are 
1ouxes put upon the erit.cs and 
a serious public. That may be 
the case, and undoubtedly many 
of those who loudly protess their 
audmiration for Joyce do so solely 
as a form of publicity for their 
"artistle sensitivity." Yet Joyce 
hos shown that he can write bril- 
Viantly in the Jonguoye .of — us 
common ‘folk; und, to quote for 
Evans again, “his genius is . 
sincere one and his boldness

followed him at a modest dis- 
tance.”
